It had orders to take the 
siding at Haverhill and wait for 
the early passenger train, No. 3, to 
pass. This train was due at Haver- 
hill at

the siding sonic time ahead of the 
passenger's time and took the siding 
as directed. 


It should be stated that recently 


the operator who has been on duty 
at night at 
Havcrhill has been 


taken off, and the freight crew had 
to watcli for the passenger train 
and pull out when she passed. 


The crew of the freight bad been 


on duty several days and

steadily, according to report. They

USED THEIR GUNS 


Feudists Aroused to Action In 


the Kentucky Hills. 


PIVE SLAIN IN A PITCHED BATTLE 


Phllpot-Grlfflu Broil It Revived by Uie 


White-Baker Hostilities, Their Respec- 
tive Followers Kncaslne In 
Mortal 


Combat In Bloody Clay County—Keai- 
denti In a State of Terror. 
London, Ky., July IS.—In a pitched 


battle fought near Little Goose creek, 
three miles from Manchester, five men 
•were killed, as follows: Robert Philpot, 
Ed Fisher, Jim and Hugh Griffin and 
Aaron Morris. 
The tragedy was the 


result of an outbreak of another feud 
In Clay county. 


The feud dates hacknearly two years. 


On Christmas, 1S97, James Philpot was 
killed by Aaron Morris, but before he 
died he shot and' killed William Bundy, 
a friend of Morris. 
The Morrises and 


Griffins were closely affiliated. 
Since 


then the feeling between the two fac- 
tions has been very bitter, and it has 
heen aroused recently by the White- 
Baker hostilities. 
The Philpots, who 


are the strongest faction in the moun- 
tains, numbering about 
750 voters, 


openly espoused the cause of the Ba- 
kers, while the Griffins took sides with 
the Whites. 


The story that reaches here from 


Manchester is to the effect that Bob 
Philpot was arrested by Deputy Sheriff 
Wash Thacker. 
It is said that while 


Thacker was taking Philpot's bond the 
latter was shot from behind by a mem- 
'ber of a crowd that had gathered, and 
a general fight with Winchesters and 
revolvers followed, which was partici- 
pated in by George Granville, Robert 
and Peter Philpot and Kd Fisher on 
one side, and Aaron Morris, Hugh and 
Jim and Green Griffin on the other side. 


The battle waged fiercely for 10 or 15 


minutes. 
When it was over it was 


'found that the five 
men mentioned 


above had been killed 
outright and 


three of the belligerents were seriously 
•wounded, while Pete Philpot was the 
only one on either side to escape in- 
jury. 


Granville Philpot is said to be one of 


the most seriously wounded. He is a 
Union veteran, having lost a leg at 
Stone river. 
He is an ex-member of 


the legislature, and is said to have kill- 
ed three or four men. Ed Fisher, who 
is reported dead, was another man with 
several nicks in his cane. He was but 
23 years old, but was said to have 
killed three men. 


The story of this battle caused con- 


sternation here, notwithstanding the 
fact that serious trouble has been ex- 
pected to break out among the moun- 
taineers of Clay county ever since the 
assassination 
of Tom Baker several 


weeks ago. An effort was at once be- 
gun to secure deputies to go to the seat 
of the trouble and attempt to restore 
quiet, but there had not been enough 
responses to make up a force 
that 


would command respect. 


The situation at Manchester is de- 


plorable. Since morning the place has 
been in a state of terror, scarcely any 
one daring to venture out of doors. 
Business is suspended and 
the resi- 


dents arc momentarily expecting a re- 
newal of hostilities. 


HOGAN CAPTURED. 


E*c*p«d Convict and Expert Crook Ran 


Dawn In New York. 


New York. July 18.—Timothy J. Ho- 


gan, alias Timothy Murphy, a notori- 
ous criminal, was arrested by United 
States officials here. Hogan is wanted 
in several states, and has an uuexpired 
term waiting for him on Blackwell's 
island. 
His last escape was from the 


Columbus • (O.) 
penitentiary on 
the 


morning of May 3, 1S99. He was serv- 
ing a 5-year sentence at the Ohio peni- 
tentiary, and succeeded in getting him- 
self smuggled through the gates while 
concealed in a packing case. Hogan 
will be at once returned to the Colum- 
bus authorities. He has caused no end 
of trouble to banks and 'postoffice au- 
thorities, lie being a clever forger and 
expert letter-box thief.
